On July 24,2001 the EPA; c« 
formal hearing at the C. v n 
Plaza Hotel on Merrim jp* .Roari 
regarding the permit to ailow Sun 
Pipe Line, a Sunoco, Inc. propane 
storage facility located on Inkster 
Road in Romulus since the 1950s, 
to build a deep well 3900 - 4400 
feet underground into the sand¬ 
stone of the Mount Simon forma¬ 
tion, to store brine - a salt water 
mixture. 

Sun Pipe Line uses the brine to 
enlarge underground caverns in 
salt beds located 1,150 -1,750 feet 
underground in which they store 
-propane fuel. They also pump 
brine into the caverns to push the 
propane out Since the brine is 
heavier and does not mix with 
propane, it pushes the propane to 
the top. Currently Sun Pipe Line 
stores over forty-one million gal¬ 
lons of propane in eight caverns, 
but plans to more than double 
their storage capabilities. They 
currently store the brine in above 
ground pools. 

EPA geologist Harlan Gerrish, 
who is also in charge of handling 
the EDS hazardous waste deep 
well permit slated to go in just 
2900 feet away from the Sun Pipe 
Line well, addressed the ques¬ 
tions posed to him at the meeting. 

Many people who have fol¬ 
lowed the progress of the EDS 
well were present at the meeting

Last Tuesday, July 24, North¬ 
west Airlines gave an official tour 
to Romulus City Officials of their 
new terminal. Councilman Don¬ 
ald Morris, Councilman William 
Crova, Mayor Bill Oakley, and 
their wives attended the tour, 
open to all city officials. 

Mayoral assistant David Cox 
said that the tour is necessary be¬ 
cause Romulus approves permits 
for construction that is done on 
airport property, and has some in¬ 
spectors that are constantly cover¬ 
ing airport building permit activi¬ 
ties. Cox said, “Romulus inspec¬ 
tors have to oversee projects to 
make sure that they comply with 
local code. It is important for the 
council and Mayor to see what is 
going on to keep them updated, so 
the city of Romulus knows what 
they need to insure that they are 
building structures that are safe 
and up to code.” 

Mayor Oakley commented 
about the terminal, “It is mam¬ 
moth - very, very big. The plans 
for the new addition are focused 
on comforts for the traveling pub¬ 
lic.” 


with concerns about the close 
pioximity of the two wells, and the 
possibility of the substances 

ored in the two wells mixing. 

Gerrish, displaying a migration 
chart on the two wells showed 
how liquids stored in the wells 
would eventually migrate under¬ 
ground outward until the two 
would mingle at some point in two 
to ten years. 

Representative Ray Basham, 
D-Thylor, asked Gerrish about the 
possible resulting interactions 
among the hazardous materials 
being stored by EDS, and the 
brine by Sun Pipe Line. Gerrish 
noted that the Sun’s brine is a salt 
water of the same salinity as sea¬ 
water. “The interactions that 
would result are not combustible. 
They might form precipitate, 
which is they might form solids 
that may plug and cause the pres¬ 
sure needed to inject to increase,” 
he said. 

However, Gerrish admitted 
that there is a problem with both 
wells going in so close. He stated 
that because Sun Pipe Line would 
be floating the salt water in and 
out of the well, and that the salt 
water would eventually intermin¬ 
gle with the EDS well’s hanrdou; 
waste that, “The two (well ; are 
not compatible. It would result in 
Sun floating up hazardous waste.” 
He added, “But I don’t know what 
kind of law would regulate that” 

Later Gerrish reiterated, 
“Eventually there will come a 
point when the Sun well will be¬ 
come a storer of hazardous waste. 
Legally they can continue until 
that happens.” 

Representative Basham asked 
Gerrish, “Is the EPA going to per¬ 
mit one and not the other?” Many 
in the audience audibly gasped as 
Gerrish answered that the EPA 
will probably approve both. 

EPA attorney Maria Gonzales 
defended the EPA’s actions, stat¬ 
ing, “Our decisions to grant or de¬ 
ny has to be based on statutes and 
regulations.” 

Dave Novak, the facilitator of 
the information meeting also com¬ 
mented, “We are working within 
the constraints that Congress 
passed” 

The EPA will accept public 
comments to be officially added to 
their public records until August 
10th. However, as far as Sun’s per¬ 
mit goes, Gerrish said, “The only 
thing that would prevent it is if 


Oakley added, “It will create a

Councilman Crova continued 
on with praise saying, “I am very 
impressed with the structure that 
I see there. It will mean an awful 
lot more commerce at the airport 
It will inconvenience us in Romu¬ 
lus because of traffic, but will also 
benefit us because of the spin off 
of additional businesses that are 
needed.” 

“It also means more jobs.

Crova pointed out, “All the 
buildings and structures on the 
airport are Wayne County’s. None 
pay property taxes or acknowl¬ 
edge the Romulus Building De¬ 
partment It was Northwest that 
invited us, not Wayne County. It 
contributes to a cooperative rela¬ 
tionship between Northwest and 
the city of Romulus.”

According to Romulus Mayor’s 
assistant David Cox, many Romu¬ 
lus citizens are calling in to City 
Hall, because of confusion regard¬ 
ing the voluntary water ban is¬ 
sued from the Detroit Water and 
Sewer Department The Detroit 
Water and Sewer Department be¬ 
gan recommending the voluntary 
ban to deal with a lack of suffi¬ 
cient rain to deal with the water 
demands being placed upon the 
system. They warned that water 
shortages could affect drinking 
water safety as well as water pres¬ 
sure. 

What the Detroit Water and 
Sewer Department suggested was 
that citizens voluntarily choose to 
water their lawns in a staggered 
manner to reduce the strain on 
the water system. Those residents 
whose address ends in an odd 
number should water on days that 
fall on an odd number, and those 
resident whose address ends on 
an even number should water on 
even numbered days. 

Cox said that those who have 
been following the ban are appre¬ 
ciated, and that others should con¬ 
sider participating in it because it 
has been having a positive effect 


compensated for building permits 
because of an agreement between 
Northwest and Romulus. In the 
past, the county has disregarded 
Romulus and our building codes,” 
added Crova who acknowledged 
that Mayor Oakley was the one 
that ironed out the new agree¬ 
ment allowing Romulus to inspect 
the new terminal’s construction. 

Councilman Donald Morris 
agreed about the vastness of the 
new terminal. “It certainly is big, 
and is something that southeast 
Michigan has needed. We’re com¬ 
ing into the 21st century. As one 
travels, and sees different air¬ 
ports, it has seemed that Detroit 
Metro Airport was one of the 
worst airports, but now it looks 
like it will be one of the best It 
takes your breath away,” Morris 
said. 

Morris noted that the impact 
on Romulus is hard to comment 
on. “It possibly may mean more 
jobs, but as far as the terminal and 
airport are concerned, I am sorry 
to say that we do not get any prop¬ 
erty taxes on that land. We hope 
that a lot of people from the air¬ 
port will be living in the houses 
we are building, but I wish that we 
could get taxes from it” 


There were no Romulus resi¬ 
dents who expressed support for 
the Sun Pipe Line or EDS wells. 


“Efforts have been effective and 
water pressure is up region-wide, 
he commented.

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Noise funds pulled because 
of county mismanagement 


Residents of Romulus continue to get the 
short end of the stick If it’s not environmental 
concerns like deep wells or toxic chemicals, it 
is a myriad of problems that come with living 
next to one of the world’s busiest airports. 

Of course, for many, the airport means con¬ 
tinual noise — earsplitting noise created by 
jumbo jets flying overhead. And residents 
who expect the noise to dissipate are fool¬ 
hardy, because when the new Northwest ter¬ 
minal opens, the number of flights in and out 
of Metro will increase drastically. 

Knowing this you would think Wayne 
County would be doing everything possible to 
insure its neighbors- the citizens of Romulus, 
Van Buren and Huron Township, a better 
quality of life. Instead, the one program that 
was suppose to help neighbors soundproof 
their homes has now been suspended. 

That’s right An investigative report in Sun¬ 
day’s Free Press and News, claims the federal 
government has pulled the plug on a multi¬ 
million dollar soundproofing program, citing 
major concerns about Wayne County’s over¬ 
sight and shoddy workmanship. 

About 2,500 homes in Romulus, Huron and 
Taylor are eligible for the program. The fund¬ 
ing, of which 80% comes from the FAA, was to 
pay for home improvements like windows, 
doors, insulation, heating and air condition¬ 
ing. Since 1992, $54 million dollars has been 
spent, but if you ask residents in Romulus, 
few know of any friends or neighbors who 
have taken advantage of the home improve¬ 
mentfunding. 

In fact, many locals might be happy to see 
the feds use their money elsewhere, because 
in Romulus it has been used to purchase 
land, and condemn property so that the air¬ 



port can ex¬ 
pand fur¬ 
ther. Those 
that have 
utilized the 
home im¬ 
provement 
services,

report, that contractor’s perform substandard 
work and take forever to finish. 

The list of program abuses are endless. 
Here are a few: 

-Several dozen air conditioning units tar¬ 
geted for eligible homes are missing. 

-Contractors continually missed appoint¬ 
ments with homeowners. 

-Some homeowners claim it took three 
years for contractors to finish their home im¬ 
provements. 

-A lack of competitive bidding. 

-A contractor was paid $500 per phone call 
to set-up appointments. 

The County has been ordered by the feds to 
hire a Massachusetts firm to check the quality 
of work performed on 400 homes that were 
supposed to have been completed years ago. 
Additionally Wayne County Auditor General 
Brendan Dunleavy is revising a report he had 
planned to submit, due to new findings by the 
Federal Department ofTransportation. 

Obviously, the situation is a mess. The 
County, instead of providing relief for home- 
owners around the airport has managed to 
throw away $54 million on mismanagement 
and condemnation. 

The feds ought to give that money to the 
Romulus, Huron and Taylor directly, and let 
them put it to good use. 


McNamara plays noisy politics 


Several weeks ago in this col¬ 
umn, this writer urged the City of 
Romulus to take steps to insure 
that the federal share of proceeds 
of the sale and lease of Pinnacle 
properties acquired with noise 
abatement money be put back into 
the noise abatement program. 

A draft resolution was present¬ 
ed to the council essentially ask¬ 
ing the county to keep accurate 
records on those properties and 
follow FAA requirements that 80% 
of the estimated $25 million go 
back to the noise abatement pro¬ 
gram. The county had said it only 
planned to reimburse the pro¬ 
gram for about $7 million. 

The resolution was referred to 
the city attorney and buried. Ap¬ 
parently no one wants to “offend” 
Wayne County Executive Ed Mc¬ 
Namara 

However, in view of the revela¬ 
tions in last Sunday’s Detroit 
News, leaving that money in the 
hands of the county doesn’t sound 
like such a good idea after alL 

According to the News, federal 
funding of the program has been 
suspended as a result of an audit 
by the Inspector General (IG) of 
the U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation. Findings were made of 
waste, abuse, mismanagement, 
cronyism and possible conflicts of 
interest and fraud. These kinds of 
allegations are not new to airport 
and county managers. 

A state investigation has made 



much the same assertions involv¬ 
ing contracts with concessionaires 
at the airport County officials had 
dismissed them as ‘"politically mo¬ 
tivated.” 

According to the News, the 
Wayne County Auditor has de¬ 
layed release of the report of his 
own investigation to “revise” it to 
include “new” findings by the feds 
and a consulting firm. 

It would be interesting to see if 
his original report would have 
been a whitewash. 

This writer interviewed one 
family whose situation exempli¬ 
fies some of the mismanagement 
of the program. The county spent 
between $20 and 25 thousand dol¬ 
lars soundproofing the house and 
then turned around and con¬ 
demned it for the Pinnacle pro¬ 
ject 

Wayne County Commissioners 
have to take much of the blame for 
the state of affairs in the executive 
branch. Its “code of ethics” is a 
joke, particularly with regards to 
conflicts of interest Guidelines for 
letting of contracts, until recently, 
were so loosely worded as to be

meaningless and unenforceable. 

Of course, the political reality 
in Wayne County (outside of De¬ 
troit) is that no politician wants to 
get on the wrong side of Ed McNa¬ 
mara. He has assembled a power¬ 
ful political machine and it is not 
likely that any local politician in 
his area of influence could get 
elected (or reelected) against his 
active opposition. 

This probably explains why 
outrage after outrage is disclosed 
about county operations with little 
or no public criticism from local 
politicians. As a consequence, or¬ 
dinary citizens are getting the 
short end of the stick, not only in 
the noise abatement program but 
also in having their property con¬ 
fiscated by dubious condemna¬ 
tions and insultingly low compen¬ 
sation. (City government could do 
something about that, but that’s 
the subject for another column.) 

There was a time when a politi¬ 
cian said I would rather be right 
than president. Perhaps, but 
hopefully not, those days are long 
past Too often now, election or re- 
election takes precedence over 
honor and personal integrity. 

As for the noise abatement 
money, perhaps the City of Romu¬ 
lus should go to court (a familiar 
place for it recently) and get an in¬ 
junction requiring the county to 
put the disputed money in an es¬ 
crow account until it cleans up its 
act

and ancient Rome are almost as 
alike as Romulus and Remus. 

Starting with the roads. Not on¬ 
ly do all roads lead to Canton, but 
Ford Road seems to have bor¬ 
rowed the ancient chariot conges¬ 
tion. 

Then there’s the archery. If I 
read my history well, Hannibal 
would have given all of his ele¬ 
phants for Rome’s archers at the 
battle of Zama Those archers, of 
course, were the equal of the bow¬ 
men and women at this week’s 
National Target Championships 
at Heritage Park. 

Or take tolerance of religious 
art Neither Decius nor Diocletian 
could teach anything about intol¬ 
erance for Christian art to the 
Canton’s Stratford Park Home- 
owners Association. 

Not after the Association hired 
an attorney to sue neighbor Jamal 
Saba for daring to place a lawn or¬ 
nament — a plaster Virgin Mary 
in a trellis — in the front yard of 
his handsome brown brick home 
in June. 

Saba had moved into his 
$500,000 Stratford Park house, 
near Beck and Warren roads, in 
April. 

The lawn ornament, a colorful 
celebration of Saba’s religious val¬ 
ues, was greeted with as much 
outrage as if it were a black lawn 
jockey. 

Or course, the plaster Virgin 
been would not have been well re¬ 
ceived in second and third cen¬ 
turies Rome. During that time, 
emperors like Decius nor Dioclet¬ 
ian fattened their lions on Chris¬ 
tians. 

Because no Christian artists 
wished to end their lives as lion 
poop, they created their works in 
catacombs, where the first images 
of the Virgin Mary appeared. 

At first, these works — many of 
them now priceless museum 
pieces — rubbed good Romans 
the wrong way. When Roman em¬ 
perors were pagans, discovery of a 


Who will protect our privacy from electronic snooping? 


More than one hundred years 
ago, Supreme Court Justice Louis 
Brandeis defined privacy as “the 
right to be let alone,” which he 
said was one of the rights most val¬ 
ued by Americans. 

However, Justice Brandeis’ vi¬ 
sion of being “let alone” no longer 
meets the requirements to define 
the concept of privacy in today’s 
“Information Age.” Today, person¬ 
al information has become a high¬ 
ly valued product that is bought 
and sold in ways never before 
imagined. Personal information 
like medical records and financial 
histories once viewed as under a 
person’s exclusive control, can 
now be collected and distributed 
all over the world in seconds. 

As co-chair of the House Demo¬ 
cratic Task Force on Privacy Is¬ 
sues, I feel very strongly that citi¬ 
zens shouldn’t have to worry about 
their personal information being 
bought and sold to the highest bid¬ 
der. My Democratic colleagues 
and I believe that the rights of citi¬ 
zens and their families should 
come first and that they should 
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have the power to keep their pri¬ 
vate information out of the hands 
of marketing firms and big corpo¬ 
rations. 

Recently, the Governor signed 
a bill some claimed would protect 
personal financial information by 
prohibiting insurers from disclos¬ 
ing a consumer’s nonpublic per¬ 
sonal financial information to a 
third party unless the consumer 
had an opportunity to “opt out” of 
the disclosure. “Opt out” means 
that people would receive privacy 
policies in the mail that they 
would have to read, sign, and then 
send back. 

Instead of requiring consumers 
to respond if they wished to “opt 
out,” I introduced an “opt in” al¬ 


ternative that called for a system 
where insurance companies 
would be prohibited from sharing 
personal financial information 
with other parties unless the con¬ 
sumer was asked and then con¬ 
sented to having their information 
shared. My legislation would have 
put the consumer first Unfortu¬ 
nately, the bill did not pass. 

Like financial information, per¬ 
sonal medical information also 
should remain private. Michigan 
residents have little control over 
insurance companies, employers 
or others who have access to their 
medical records. Medical records 
contain the most personal and pri¬ 
vate information about someone 
and when that information is 
shared without a person’s knowl¬ 
edge or consent that is a serious 
invasion of privacy. That’s why I 
support legislation that would es¬ 
tablish a right to privacy and a 
right to access one’s own medical 
information for all Michigan resi¬ 
dents. 

The legislation would ensure 
that health care information is

While the same discovery in 
the Stratford Park subdivision 
would be treated no more toler¬ 
antly, it would not be treated as 
brutally. Given our court system, it 
will be handled more expensively. 

According to Stratford Park’s 
deed restrictions, any homeowner 
foolish enough to display Christ¬ 
ian art can be sued and forced to 
take it down. 

Having witnessed similar suits 
over basketball backboards in 
subdivisions taken to the US 
Supreme Court, I know that legal 
fees in contested deed restriction 
cases can exceed $100,000. 

But such is life in Canton, a 
fun-house mirror version of life in 
ancient Rome. 

However, there’s a plus side to 
the story: things can change, as 
they did, overtime, in Rome. 

Not long after Diocletian reign 
ended, Romans began tolerating 
Christian art 

After the new emperor, Con¬ 
stantine, became a Christian, the 
Virgin Mary art came out of the 
catacombs and into the churches. 

Good thing, for Christian art, 
like Christianity, not only out-last¬ 
ed the Roman Empire, it fueled a 
vigorous civilization across Me¬ 
dieval Western and Central Eu¬ 
rope. 

Gone were the Roman cities 
with their earthbound gardens, 
markets, and bathhouses. In their 
place, Christian Medieval towns of 
Europe reached for the heavens 
with extended peaked roofs pro¬ 
jecting from massive masonry 
buildings — a style now in vogue 
in the Stratford Park subdivision, 
a development of mostly neo- 
Gothic homes on gently curving 
streets. 


But there the similarities end. 

The Medieval town was Gothic, 
not neo-Gothic. Monks, jugglers, 
and fishwives strolled through the 
town. Unlike their country 
cousins who were most likely 
peasants at the mercy of noble¬ 
men, Medieval townies were free. 
None had to answer to a home- 
owners association. None were 
dependent on driving a chariot on 
a congested Roman road. None 
needed bread or circuses or gladi¬ 
ator fights to be happy 

Instead, their lives revolved 
around the church. Living at the 
skirt of a towering cathedral, a 
Medieval townie woke to the mu¬ 
sic of church bells. Rather than 
scream the curses of road rage, 
the townie softly prayed to his 
maker, bathed in light turned the 
color of a rainbow by the cathe¬ 
dral’s stained glass while nuns 
chanted. High above, perhaps 
carved into flying buttresses or 
painted on the dome ceiling, were 
religious art 

In this faith-based world, reli¬ 
gious art was as common as intol¬ 
erance was rare (give or take a 
few thousand burned heretics — a 
tiny death toll by 20th century 
standards).

kept confidential and undisclosed 
by health care providers, health 
information custodians and insur¬ 
ance companies without the writ¬ 
ten consent of the patient This 
legislation would give Michigan 
residents the strongest privacy 
protection. It closes loopholes in 
federal rules and protects Michi¬ 
gan residents from fraud, decep¬ 
tion, harassment, discrimination, 
and inappropriate marketing. 

When people provide informa¬ 
tion to a doctor, a merchant or a 
bank, they expect that those pro- 
fessionals/companies will base the 
information collected on the ser¬ 
vice and use it for the sole pur¬ 
pose of providing the service re¬ 
quested.

“All have seen playing time and have demon¬ 
strated the exceptional talents to play at the mi¬ 
nor-pro level,” said Brothers. “They have the de¬ 
sire and the ability to replace a number of our 
currrently senior franchise players.” 

The Michigan Twisters will be on the road for 
the first time this season as they trek to the down¬ 
river community of River Rouge where they clash 
with the always dangerous Motor City Cougars on 
Aug. 4 on the Rouge High School gridiron. 

The afternoon duel is scheduled for 3:30 p.m.

ORDINANCE NO. 01-216 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 1, SECTION 
13(a)(2) TO PROVIDE THAT VIOLATIONS OF CHAPTER 4, 
SECTION 4-164 (DANGEROUS DOGS) AND SECTION 4-146 
(POSSESSION OF WILD OR EXOTIC ANIMALS) WILL 
REMAIN MISDEMEANOR VIOLATIONS. 

The City of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan, hereby ordains: 

Section 1. Article I, Section 1-13(a)(2) is amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Any person convicted of a violation of Chapter 4, except for Section 
4-64 (Dangerous Dogs) and Section 4-146 (Possession of Wild or 
Exotic Animals), 14, 19, 23 or 27, shall be guilty of a municipal 
civil infraction, punishable by a fine of not more than Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) in the discretion of the Court. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 
hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, 
or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or 
existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this 
Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any charac¬ 
ter be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any 
portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do 
so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and 
limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of the 
Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affect¬ 
ing the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or 
portions of this Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING THE 2000 EDITION OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL PROPERTY MAINTENANCE CODE, 
REGULATING AND GOVERNING PROPERTY MAINTE¬ 
NANCE AND PROTECTION FROM CONDITIONS HAZ¬ 
ARDOUS TO LIFE OR PROPERTY IN THE OCCUPANCY 
OF BUILDINGS AND PREMISES IN THE CITY OF ROMU¬ 
LUS; PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE OF PERMITS; 
REPEALING THE ORDINANCE ADOPTING THE BOCA 
INTERNATIONAL PROPERTY MAINTENANCE CODE OF 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS AND ALL OTHER ORDINANCES 
AND PARTS OF THE ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT THERE¬ 
WITH. 

The City of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan, hereby ordains: 

Section 1. Exemption. The City of Romulus, Wayne County, 
Michigan, pursuant to the provisions of the City Charter, hereby 
elects to assume responsibility for administration and enforcement 
of the International Property Maintenance Code of 2000 (“Code”). 

Section 2. Section 5-171 of Article IX of Chapter V of the Romulus 
City Code is hereby amended to read as follows: 

5-171 Code Adopted . The International Property Maintenance 
Code of 2000, as published by the International Code Council, Inc., 
is hereby adopted by reference and made a part hereof as if fully set 
out in this section, with additions, insertions, deletions, and changes, 
if any, prescribed in Section 5-172 of this article. A copy of that 
International Property Maintenance Code of 2000 shall be filed with 
the office of the City Clerk. 

Section 3. Section 5-172 of Article IX of Chapter V of the Romulus 
City Code is hereby restated to read as follows: 

5-172 References in code . As used in the International Property 
Maintenance Code of 2000, the term or reference in that code to the 
“name of jurisdiction” shall mean or refer to the City of Romulus, 
Wayne County, Michigan; the reference therein to the “date of adop¬ 
tion of this code” shall mean the date of adoption of this section; the 
reference therein to the word “state” shall mean the State of 
Michigan; the reference therein to the words “municipal charter” 
shall mean the Charter of the City of Romulus, and the reference 
therein to “local ordinances” shall mean or refer to the provisions of 
the Michigan Plumbing Code of the City of Romulus adopted by 
this section or other ordinances of the City. Additionally, the follow¬ 
ing section of the International Property Maintenance Code of 2000, 
are revised as follows: 

Section PM-101. 1.

“City of Romulus” for [Name of Jurisdiction]”; 

Section PM-103.6 

A schedule of fees as may be adopted by Council from time to time. 
Insert: 

303.14. Insert dates of April 1, November 15; 

Section 117.2. 

Insert: 

602.3. Insert dates January 1 to December 3 1; 

Section 3408.2. 

Insert: 

602.4. Insert dates January 1, December 31. 

Section 4. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 
hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, 
or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or 
existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this 
Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any charac¬ 
ter be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any 
portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do 
so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and 
limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of the 
Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affect¬ 
ing the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or 
portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 6. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances 
adopted by the Clity of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the 
provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or 
inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 7. Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading 
on July 2, 2001, shall be enacted on July 9, 2001 and shall be pub¬ 
lished on or before August 2, 2001 and shall be effective August 2, 
2001.

Grant to fund police officer at high school 

$42,000 is awarded Inskter high school

A $42,000 state grant awarded 
to the Inkster Community School 
District will help keep a police of¬ 
ficer on the high school premises 
and fund programs that prevent 
crime and drug abuse. 

State Representative Jim A. 
Plakas, a Democrat from Garden 
City whose 17th District includes 


the City of Inkster, announced that 
the Inkster grant is part of 
$354,000 in Byrne Memorial For¬ 
mula Grants for school strategies 
and drug treatment programs for 
juveniles and adults. 

“Families deserve to live in 
safe communities and our chil¬ 
dren must be protected from vio¬ 
lence in schools,” Plakas said. 
“This grant money will not only 
help fund programs that prevent 


crime and drug abuse, but also 
target potential problems before 
they develop into crime - and 
that’s a valuable resource.” 

The $42,000 earmarked for 
Inkster schools will help continue 
the school district’s resource pro¬ 
gram. Under the program, a police 
officer is placed in Inkster High 
School to deter crime and violent 
activity, assist with monitoring at¬ 
tendance for truancy violations 


and to serve as a positive role 
model for students. 

Plakas also pointed out that 
there will be $295,313 dedicated to 
a new resource in the Inkster and 
River Rouge Public School sys¬ 
tem. Similar to the Inkster high 
School project, this project will 
place police officers and social 
workers in other schools through¬ 
out Inkster and Rouge, the first- 
term lawmaker stated. 


In the meantime, the City of 
Westland was awarded $16,901 for 
the continuation of a program for 
repeat drug offenders who are 
placed on Intensive Probation as 
an alternative to jail. The program 
of the 18th District Court (West- 
land) includes weekly reporting, 
PBTs and drug screens. 

“I’m pleased that our commu¬ 
nity will receive some valuable re¬ 
sources to help prevent crime and 


allow our children to have more 
opportunities to be successful,” 
Plakas said. “Through these 
grants and the programs they will 
fund, we will be able to make our 
community safer,a better place to. 
liv k
